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FB Asks GWU 
To Provide Dorms 


Councilmember John Ray’s 
March 9 hearing provided a 
much-needed platform for com- 
munity complaints about lax reg- 
ulation of off-campus student 
housing. Ray, plus Council- 
members James Nathanson and 
Hilda Mason, heard over 4 
hours of testimony from citizens 
residing near D.C.’s 
universities. 

Representatives of Foggy Bot- 
tom were there, as well as from 
Georgetown, Burleith and the 
areas around Howard and 
American. Specific cases of ille- 
gal occupancy were cited, along 
with documentation of little or 
no action on the part of D.C. 
regulators. Ambiguities in reg- 
ulations were also cited for dif- 
ficulties faced in enforcement. 


Representing Foggy Bottom 
was ANC Commissioner Maria 
Tyler who stressed that ‘‘the 
underlying cause of the. pro- 
blems ‘associated with off- 
campus student living is GWU’s 
failure to provide on-campus 
dormitories.” She asked. that 
GWU accept the need for a dor- 
mitory construction program 
aimed at accommodating all full- 
time undergraduate students on 
campus and not permit them to 
live off campus; and that the 
University limit non-dormitory 
construction until the student 
problem has been resolved. 

Tyler’s testimony also includ- 
ed a call for ‘‘establishment of 
a satellite office with disciplinary 
authority, accessible by tele- 
phone day and night, to receive 
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complaints by residents and to 
ensure the prompt correction of 
improper behavior.”’ 

The University was also ask- 
ed to establish a code of behav- 
ior for off-campus students, 
with penalties for violations, up 
to and including expulsion. 
Testimony from Georgetown 
University elicited information

GWU Initiates Housing Grant

An article recently appeared in The GW Hatchet which tells of an effort GW is making in response 


to a concern that has been expressed by some of our neighbors. A few people who reside in the Foggy 
Bottom area have asked the University to try to house as many students as possible in our own facilities, 
and seek to discourage them from moving into housing that would otherwise be available to classic 
residents. What you will discover is that we have taken two initiatives. 


One, we are going to provide a twelve-month lease option in one of our residence halls to students 
who seek an annual residential arrangement rather than the University’s conventional nine-month 
academic year residential arrangement. Students who otherwise might have gone into the neighborhood 
to find twelve-month housing now can do so in a GW residence hall. 


Two, we have begun, effective with the 1992-93 academic year, an on-campus housing incentive 
grant of $1,310 per student for any undergraduate who will be receiving need-based financial aid 
from the University in order to attend GW. This extra funding, on top of the regular need-based 
financial aid, should offset any economies which might be had by a student who located ‘‘cheap 
housing’’ off campus which, for purely economic reasons, seemed preferable to accommodations 
on campus. In other words, a student who, for example, was to receive $8,000 in need-based finan- 
cial aid from the university, could now elect to live on campus and receive $9,310, or live off campus 
and receive the original $8,000. 

We believe this should bring more of our students back into University facilities and create a positive 
response to the wishes of our neighbors.

Below is an update of issues I have been working on this past 
month which are of interest to Foggy Bottom residents. Obvious- 
ly, the recent votes on the budget provided important gains for 
Foggy Bottom and the residents throughout Ward 2. (More on that 
next time.) In addition, I have been focusing much attention recently 
on the District’s contracts with Seed Ministries to provide homeless 
shelters near the Watergate, as well as other Foggy Bottom concerns. 


' Seed Ministries Update 


On March 13th, I met with representatives from the office of 
Department of Human Services Director Vincent Gray regarding 
the homeless trailers near the Watergate, operated by Seed Ministries. 

I presented them with the resolutions passed by the Foggy Bot- 
tom Association and the Foggy Bottom-West End ANC and asked 
that the contract, which expired March 31, not be renewed. I was 
informed by Helen Keys, Director of DHS’s Office of Emergency 
Shelter and Support Services, that the trailers would be closed on 
March 31. 

However, the following day (March 14), Gray informed me that 
while DHS would move toward closing the shelters, they would 
be unable to close them by March 31 since more time was needed 
to relocate the individuals into other shelters. I believe this is a fair 
and prudent way to proceed and will work with DHS to help locate 
other shelters within D.C. 

At this point, my understanding is that the shelters will close in 
approximately 90 days. We will keep the Foggy Bottom communi- 
ty updated — through the ANC and Foggy Bottom Association — 
as we get further information. Questions can be directed to my chief 
of staff, Linda Greenan, 724-8058. 


*Chris Lamb, Foggy Bottom Association President, sent to my of- 
fice a request for increased lighting along 26th & K Streets. The re- 
quest has been forwarded to the Department of Public Works. I 
have been told they will conduct a survey of the lights and will let 
me know something in the near future. 

*My office has also been working with the ANC 2A about the pro- 
posed modification of the General Services Administration’s (GSA)’s 
west heating plant located on 29th Street. The Georgetown and 
Southwest ANCs (ANC 2E and 2D, respectively) have been notified 
and will coordinate their efforts with ANC 2A. Questions can be 
directed to my director of constituent services, Linda Grigsby, 
724-8058.

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Our Lady of Fatima Statute at St. Stephen’s 


The world famous statute of 
Our Lady of Fatima was the 
guest of St. Stephen Martyr 
Church on Thursday, March 19, 
on the Feast of St. Joseph. 

Since the beginning of March, 
the traveling statute of Mary has 
made the rounds of a number of 
parishes within the archdiocese, 
under the guardianship of Louis 
Kaczmarek, who has escorted this 
likeness of Our Lady through 37 
countries for the last 17 years. 

The statute is a replica of the 
likeness of Our Lady as she ap- 
peared to the three shepherd 
children in Fatima, Portugal, in 
1917, where she identified 
herself as ‘‘Queen of the 
Rosary” and told the children 


that under certain circumstances 
‘‘Russia will be converted and 
an era of peace will be granted 
to all mankind.”’ 

The statute is clad in a shawl- 
like cloak of embroidered silk 
brocade, which is bordered in 
gold and decorated with rubies. 
The statute, as carved by Portu- 
guese artist Jose Thedim in 1947, 
is quite small and delicate, bear- 
ing the sovereign crown of peace. 

The service was composed of 
traditional hymns in Mary’s 
honor, Fatima prayers, medita- 
tion, celebration of the Mass, 
Investiture of the Brown 
Scapula of Our Lady of Mt. 
Carmel, and closed with the 
recitation of the Rosary.
